Your very kind letter of October 13th., re-Kansas Notes, received, I have 
not answered sooner, as I hardly know what to say. I am glad to know someon^ 
that has the |^1 Clark, Gruber k Co., note. Do you by any chance have any 
other denominations of this Company? So many concerns issued a $1;$3 and a $5. 

I don’t suppose I will ever have a chance to acquire one of these Clark, 

Gruber & Co., notes. I do have the picture of the building they started out 
in — and an inset picture of Mr. Clark and Mr^ . Gruber in the picture of the 
building-bank structure and I do have some of their gold coins. I believe the 
building-bank structure, was in Colorado--! believe Clark, Gruber & Co., be- 
came the First National Bank of Denver? I have long looked, for a First Chart- 
er Period of the First National Bank of Denver. I have a Third-^S.OO — w'ith 
Red Seal, and without 1902-1908 on reverse — crisp, uncirculated, (1st., of Den.) 

Mr, Smith (The House Of the Golden Rule) of Wheaton, Illinois--gave me the 
Clark, Gruber & Co., picture some years ago--about 1948, as I recall. He was 
a specialist in Pioneer Gold pieces--they were his "pride and joy", and he had 
the "toufrhies". 

As you say, I do not believe it worth while to have a series of photographed 
notes--one or two of my friends have given me facimilies of four items, — 

Scott, Kerr & Co., of Leavenworth and The Bank of Lawrence, which started and 
faded out the same year — 1854? 

I would like an item or two, with such names as Lecomp ton; Wyandotte or Wakar- 
usa and w ith the words K ansas Territory . Do you have notes with the words 
Territory of Kansas or Kansas Territory? I jet took in a couple of notes of 
|3 and 5 of the City of Omaha, Nebraska Territory, or Omaha City, Nebraska 
Territory. They are in very nice condition — have Indians "all over the notes", 

— a good deal of"red" on them--and I paid $5 and $6.50 for them, 

A man here in Fort Lauderdale, has a $1;3 and $5 of the Merchants Bank of Leav- 
enworth, 1858 , I saw the 1 and 3> but he had the $/5 at home, so I did not see 
this one. The notes were signed--viere black and whlte--plain backs as I re- 
call--but did not say " Kansas Territory " on them, I was a little disappoint- 
ed that I did not see the words Kansas Territory or Territory of Kansas. Am 
I wrong? Don’t the notes carry these words? The man here asked me when Kansas 
became a State — and I answered l86l--and he said well--these are Kansas Territ- 
ory notes. I asked him to sell me one — but he would not--but he may change his 
mind- -when he takes in more material, I have a couple of people "looking" for 
me now — 3 in fact. 

I have thought, that I would give my money collection to Washburn Mimicipal 
University of Topeka--before I quit this life--if I don’t go broke--or the 
Kansas State Historical Society. I am a graduate of Washburn, Class of ’21, 
and my collection is Musexam grade-- 1 axa sure. With the thought of Kansas Hist- 
orical Society--! was trying to turn the collection to more Kansas items, I do 
have a set of I 86 I Demand notes f5 of New York;$5 of Phil,, ^10 of Boston and 
$20 of Phil., and a set of Bearer l862 notes, $5; 410 J ^20 and 42 (gems, with 
American Bank Note Company accross the left end) and 41“-with ABC monogram on 
right end and without — crisp, unc., gems. Set of $5; $10 420 $2 and 4 I, 1st., 
Charter National Bank Notes — without?. Charter Number on Obverses and a set of 

(over ) 


1869 Legal Tenders — |1;^2;$5;10 and |>20. The l880 Silver Cts, — head of Robert 
Morris — two types of notes--and the ^20 of Stephen Decature. I have set of 
1;2;5 and 10 of l890 Coin Notes and of 1891 same — but these are all crisp., 
uncirculated. I don’t go into the i50s $100 and up--as they cost too much, and 
are not appreciated--for w hat they cost--by the average viewer of a collect- 
ion. I do have $10, I 86 I 4 . Interest Bearing Note — 1 year and $10, same, 6 ^ 
3-ypar Compound Int, Bearing Note and the $20. Also, 1879 $10 Refunding Ctf., 
— I acouired these several years ago--when the costs were a fraction of today’ 
prices. 

When I was in College — 1916-1921 (1918-9-U.S. Naval Reserve for Wprld War 1) 
and studied Money & Banking — I had to take examinations--describing U.S, 

Money — and what the terms meant — Demand;Bearer: Interest Bearing Note; Refunding 
Certificates . 

I suppose this is all "old hat^to you". I am a native of Topeka, Kansas. 

Am a little curious as to v:hy you— living in St. Louis, would have a collect- 
ion of Kansas Notes. Are you a Kansan? Not always lived in St‘, Louis? 


Is John v;. Snyder, the former Sect., of the Treasury, living in St. Louis? Is 
he connected with one of the banks? I was a class-mate of Georgia Neese-Clark-

With respect to your interest in Kansas currency, I assume 
you have seen the article in the Coin Collectors' Journal 
of March-April, 19h7 and May-June, 19U7 with respect to 
the history of the currency of Kansas, There is also the 
recent listing ,of Kansas notes in the Numismatic Scrapbook 
for February and for May, 19i>8» first of these has 

a number of pictures and perhaps you ought to try to get 
those issues. 

As far as Clark, Gruber -Sf Co, notes are concerned I believe 
there are only one specimen known of each of the three 
denominations. They are all pictured in the book published 
on the history of Clark, Gruber & Co. by Mumey. 

You asked about notes which have Kansas Territory mentioned 
on them and In my collection I find that the City Bank 
of Leavenworth City, the State Bank of Lecompton, have 
"K.T,” and the earlier denominations of the Drover's Bank 
have "K.T." or "Kansas T." 

You ask why I would have a collection of Kansas notes and 
my answer is very simple - I collect notes from every state, 
I collected them as you did, at a time when prices were 
respectable . 

How would you like to lend some of your Civil War period 
United States currency to Smithsonian in connection with 
their exhibit for the 100th Anniversary of the Civil War?

You mention exhibits for the Smithsonian Institution, in connection with 
the celebration of the lODth. , Anniversary of the VJar Between the States, 
so 1*11 answer your good letter by return mail. 

I spent the years 1933 to 1951 in and around Gary, Indiana, where I was en- 
gaged in the' real estate business. I return to Gary in April or May of 
each year. Last Spring vihen I was there, I talked with one of the Assist- 
ant Vice Presidents — a friend of mine — about an exhibit, celebrating the 
100th., Anniversary of the War Between the States, and have in mind, an 
exhibit for the bank — of both Confederate items and Union. With the bank’s 
co-operation, and protection — I would"pull out all the stops" — with my own 
material. We discussed the bank giving out Union Kepi caps to small boys 
as an advertisement — the first day, maybe — or to those opening (parents) a 
savings account. I have photographs jMinie ballsjgrape shot; enlisted men's 
coat buttons; officer 's coat buttons; Confederate Naval Officer's coat butt- 
ons ; Confederate postage stamps (all the regular issues) and a half dozen of 
the not too expensive Confederate Post-Master Provisional stamps, currency, 
of course; copper-nickel, original cent (Conf) also a re-strike in copper;2- 
Confederate re- strike half dollars; a half dollar, with the die-break running 
from the bridge of Miss Liberty's nose to the rim of the coin--as on the 
two original Confederate half dollars. I have seen the original — owned by 
the American Numismatic Society in Nev/ York City, U.S, 1859-1865 Cents in 
proof; I 86 I 4 . with "L" on ribbon; l 86 i|.-bronze proof;VJar years 3^ in silver; 
have just added to my collection an 1865 nickel 3 i 2 ^--a brilliant proof; War 
year half dimes; (proofs) proofs of dimes; quarters; half dollars and 1863 
dollar in proof (my mother's birth-year). Gold dollars; Quarter eagles;Half 
eagles tEagles and Double eagles of the years 1861/2/3/4/5 (also a full set 
of $3. 00s). I have an l863-Phil mint, eagle in choice condition--lots rarer 

than the Guide Book indicates. I've seen 1 coin in 11 years, and I was 

lucky enough to obtain it. An iSBlj. Quarter eagle, gem proof — another "toughie" 
The exhibit would include I 86 I DE^ND notes; I 862/3 Bearer notes; 1863-5 Nat- 
ional Bank Notes--all these (only) $1 to $20. 

I have never put anything on exhibit, so it would be "new" to me. Also, there 
is the problem of Insurance, I boLieve proper "guard" protection could be 
worked out with the bank. Banks here in Port Lauderdale too, will probably 
be looking for "exhibits". It is along these lines-- I have given some thought. 

The Chase National Bank of New York City (Mr, Vernon Brown) has an I 86 I 
DEMAND note, $20 of New York — in gem condition-I have seen it. Also a $50 
INTEREST BEARING NOTE-- I belleve--with the coupons off. They also have the 
$10 and $20 1-Yr, 5^ INTEREST BEARING NOTES. Mr, Amon G, Carter, Jr., of the 

Star-Telegram, Port Worth, Texas has one of the outstanding paper money coll- 

ections in the United States. And Vto. Phllpott Jr., at Dallas. You probab- 
ly know these men. 

I did not see the articles in the Coin Collectors Journal for 1947, nor the 
Numismatic Scrapbook of Pebruary and May 1958. I do not know who publishes 
the Coin Collectors Journal or if it is still published, I have one copy — 
on the Confederate Cent, that John Pord, Jr,, of the New Netherlands Coin 
Co. , sent to me.

Sometime — -when It is convenient, I would appreciate a photograph, in 
color, of your Clark, Gruber & Co., Note — obverse and reverse (if there 
is anything on the reverse of the note). If not--then just the obverse. 

If there are only 3 specimens known (I suppose one of §1,00 one of #3.00 
and one of $5.00) I know 1*11 never have an outside chance to obtain a 
specimen to go with my Clark, Gruber & Co,, gold coins, I have all of them 
--but the coin, the i860 |20,00! Last one I saw, for sale, was at 1952 
A.N.A Convention Sale (as I recall) at C inclnnatl, when a §20.00 "went" 
at a little over $600,00. A photograph, in color, of the exact size of the 
Clark, Gruber & Co., note, is all I can ever expect to acquire, 

I was lucky enough, to obtain a set of the J.J. Conway & Co., re-strikes, 
when the Denver Mint celebrated it's 50th, , Anniversary — at Denver, Colorado. 
I suppose you did, also.

P.S, My grandfather (on my mother's side) Ambrose Roberts enlisted in 

August 1862 in the 129th,, Illinois Infantry, He served imtil the 
end of the War. Was discharged, a 1st., Sergeant, Received the §100 
Bonus — I have his discharge--and it is so stamped. We had part of 
his uniform--! remember it — at our old home, in Topeka, Kansas — but 
the moths got into it — and mother — did what most folks did, I rem- 
ber his red sash! How I wish, now, I had it! I have a §500 Defense 
Bond, he took out of the State house at Atlanta, Georgia, when Gen,, 
Sherman's Army attack and burnt the City. He carried it in his be- 
longings and brought it back to Illinols--thinklng it would be "good" 
some day. Too bad he did'nt pick up a §5.00 Indian Princess note, 
instead! He wanted grandmother to move to Georgia, after the War — 
but she would 'nt leave her familiar surroundings — said he had "wand- 
ered enough" — and so — they stayed in Illinois, My mother was born — 
after he had left for the Service — In February l863. She lived to be 
past 92 — passing this life in March, 1955, at New Haven, Connecticut, 
where a sister and I lived. She was a grand old lady — leaving Indiana- 
, polls in the Fall of l885 for Garden City, Kansas — to marry my father, 
who had gone out in the Spring of 1885 — to look for a "good spot" to 
stake a claim. They were horaesteaders--aroimd Lakin, Kansas! later 
moving to Topeka. My 2 sisters and I were born at Topeka in the l890s.

uncirculated"-cn "thin" paper, with nary a crease. Plate "A". 

$3.00 do. #3588, Plate "A". 

It has been "suggested" that someone has found sheets of the $2s and $3s, or 
has found some old plates, and are having notes run off. Several "pairs" of. 
these notes have been sold, recently. I was offered the "pair" — no"singles"! 

$5.00 Plate "B" The Drovers Bank of Leavenworth City, dated on the note blank 
Nov. 1st., 1856. Not numbered or signed. Leavenworth City, Kansas T. 

$2.00 Plate "A", The City Bank, Leavenworth City, K.T., dated on the note blank, 
Nov. 1st., 1856. Not nixmbered or signed. 

$1.00 Plate "A", The State Bank of Lecompton, K.T., dated on blank, Nov. 1st., 
1856, Not numbered or signed, 

$3.00 Kansas State Savings Bank, Wyandott, Kansas. Ctf., of Deposit #8969, 

not dated or signed, Wyandott, Kansas, became Kansas City, Kansas, and 
Wyandott is now spelled with an "e" on the end of the word. There is 
(as you know) a VJyandotte County. I understand this bank was in operat- 
ion about 1868 ? I understand the $2 denomination in this bank, is the 
"tough" denomination, I am not too interested in this bank--lf it operat- 
ed as late as I 868 --I am interested in the notes that bear the word or 
letters "Kansas T., or K.T.", 

Except for the first two notes — my notes are in "wretched" condition. They look 
--just like they should look--being 100 years old or older--little or no care 
taken of them. The $1 The State Bank of Lecompton, looks like it had been thru 
the Osawatoraie Pire,^with John Brown, but I hardly expected to obtain a specimen 
of this note, at all* I rather think--it is the rarest, ©f what I have obtained? 

Now, I would like to know, please, is there a Tecumseh or Wakarusa or an Osawat- 
©mle, Kansas T. or K.T., note or notes? I understand you have one of the largest 
if not the largest early bank note collectlon--f rom all States, and are an 
authority" on the subject. Also--Mlnneola, Kansas T. or K.T? It will save me 
fromi "wondering" about these notes--if they are not in existence. If you will 
drop me a line on this--I will very much appreciate it,

My name is James F« Lindsay, and I am a native of Topeka, Kansas* Probably you 
recall my writing to you, over the past — ^about Kansas Territory-obsolete notes 
and National Bank notes of banks of cities in Kansas, and other Numismatic hap- 
penings* I am a graduate of Washburn College (now University) at Topeka, Glass 
of February ‘21* When I attended we had around 9OO students* Now the University 
has 3,400 and are talking about 6,000 students, "shortly"* I have been putting 
together an exhibit, which I hope to make permament* I exchanged hundreds and 
hundreds of letters with Fred R* Marckhof f , when he was living— W I never got tc 
meet Fred personally— I felt we knew each other^ pretty well* I have been told^

Here is the story. There was a coin and (some currency) dealer named John Rich- 
ardson— had an office in Leavenworth, Kansas, I corresponded with him, for sev- 
eral years, late in 19^5 (I think it was)— maybe it was I 966 , a man walked into , 
his office, in leavenworth, with one of these receipts, asked what it vras worth — ‘ 
wanted to sell it, John Richardson— knew little or nothing about Kansas obsolete :

I looked the papers over— there was one man's name— that kept re-appearing on the 
receipts— I have forgotten the name— but also appearing several tlmes--was this 
name Wm, Hetherington & Co, I wrote Richardson — that the papers were not Notes or 
Orders or Warrants, but Reoeitps of the Treasurer’s Office, Here is the way — I 
figure it out. 


The Union Military Scrips, dated June 1, I867 Topeka, Kansas, draw Interest at 7^ 
supposedly* "until paid". There is no maturity on the Scrips, August 20, 1872— 
the State of Kansas Treasurer’s Office, began paying the Union Military Scrips, off 
at face, and giving the holder these Receipts, for the Interest due. The "polit- 
ioaFs’^of the day, probably had^^f^lng the Scrips, from holders, at a discount ,und- 
the theory— that noone knew just when they would be paid. And a lot of people ^ 
want their money— right away. That is why — ^I saw so many of these receipts, in 
the bundle I saw— with the same na^p appear iag on the receipts, pu will notice, 
these recelpts--do not have a maturity, either,— another chance for the"politloans 
" on the inside— and "who knew the "right people" could get theirs, paid.

(In the Depression Years Of 1931/2/3A— I engaged in the County Warrant and Order 
Business, in Cook County (Chicago, and surrounding towns) — ^I bot and sold and deit 
in, School Tax Anticipation Warrants , Poor Belief Notes, and "paper" and I know some 
thing of how these things, ’^worked"). 


Wm, Hetherington & Co,,— founded his private bank— The Exchange Bank cf Atchison 
about 1859„ In 1857-The Kansas Valley Bank cf Atchison, was founded, This bank 
changed it’s name to The Bank of the State of Kansas, 1861, In the meantime, Wm, 
Hethering ton, was "going along"—, with his private bank. The Exchange Bank— The 
Bank of the State of Kansas,, went into liquidation— and Wm, Hetherington & Co,, 
bot the assets— the bank’s ledger etc— and thereby, traces The Exchange Bank, back 
to the beginning of The Kansas Valley Bank, (You will note in the Banker "s Direct- 
tory-the Eiohange Bank, says established In 1857--seoond only to Flr|t^atlo-

Dear Mr. Newman; 

Your favor of Sepetesaber 3th. , received, I would in deed'Jbe glad to know of 
the Kansas itew you speala of, in a collection, that might be coming along, in 
a few months. 

About the only items I am interested in now, are Kansas National Bank notes of 
banks of cities in ICansas , and Kansas obsolete notes. But the < 9 bsolete notes, 
are "getting up there"! I acquired my first obsolete note, ^December 1958, a $1 
The State Bank of Lecompton,K. T. Nov. 1, 1856 (with one Cupid in the center of 
the note), for $6. The note is rather badly "beat up"*»looks like it had gone 
thru the William Clarke Quantrill raid vs Lawrence , Kansas , August 21, I 863 — and 
the note might have well done — just that. 

My father and mother left Indianapolis , Indiana, in I 885 , and Homesteaded near 
Lalcin, Kerny,. County , Kansas. The had a 3-room sod house and lean-to built on 2 
claims--straddling the land, and settled down to prove up the claims, with a horse 
named Dick, a large close-hairdd dog, named Rich, and a .52 caliber Sharp’s rifle. 
Mother taught in a small school, and father practed law — he was County Attorney 
for Kerny County, at one time. In 1890,they sold the claims, and moved to Topeka 
Kansas, where my two sisteisand I joined them. 

When my father was living (1855-1918) I heard him say, several time, he knew "Bat" 
Mas terson, personally , of Dodge City. The x\rriter says "Bat" xias 20 years old, at 
the time of the BATTLE OF ADOBE WALLS,— so "Bat" x^as born in 1854. This Battle 
took place, in 1874, I am told, by a Texan. 700-1,000 screaming savages attacked 
the 26 hunters — xmnting the Buffalo robes they had talLeii — and also — their scalps 1 ! 
"Bat" made this fantastic shot, at more than a mile,X'iith his Sharp’s rifle. He hac 
to "knox'i" his gun — elevation, if any, for such a shot — direction and speed of the 
x-jind — drift of the bu,llet,if any. 

Westerners used to say— they could tell the difference of the "report" of a Sharps 
rifle, vs the report of a Winchester — for some distance away. Sharps (I believe) 
ran from .45 to .58 caliber. This Battle (1874) took place, when "Men were Men 
and the Women — loved, them for it"j 

So, please let me knox^, and I remain.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

Just 40 years ago today— the stock market "crashed" — October 29, 1929,the begin- 
ning of the Depression. 

In the August Numismatist ,1969 , The New Netherlands Coin Coin Co., (inside the 
front coyer of the magazine ), offered a U.S. ASSAY OFFICE I853 884A000 fine $20 
gold coin— the 4 over an 0. I never knew this before— until the offering was 
made and I looked at the coin I have', and sure eno^h— under the 4 one can see the 
faint trace of an 0. I like to receive the New Netherlands Coin Co^s catalogues 
—and read the "detail" they recite^ on coins. I don*t knew who does the "re-sear- 
ch"— Walter Breen ?— but they do^_^jinto "details". 

I have the Walton catalogue— and looked up the coin the .Netherlands Coin Co., saic 
was offered— have the prices realized list, too— it did sell for $2,050.00. 

The Netherlands Coin Co., article goes on to say "The 1853 884 THOUS. , twenty doll- 
ar coins were only made (in limited numbers) from Feb., 23, to March 1, 1853, as 
compared to over two-and-a-half million of the 900 THOUS., Twenties coined from 
March to October 30,1853". 

Inclosed is a Copy of my Invoice from "Charlie" Green, at Chicago, of 11-15-1948 
showing my coin, "V F.," (on account of the "X" scratched in the "pebbly" surface 
of the reverse). Someone really "fixed" the coin— so he would be able to recog- 
nize his own specimen. 

The obverse of my coin— is a "about uncirculated",! think. The feathers on the 
Eagle *s neck, are very nice— the bird, does not have a "slick neck". The coin, is 
not as "sharp" tho, as my 9OO/IOOO coin, graded "Uncirculated" by "Charlie "Green. 

If one disagreed with "Charlie" on his grading— he would give one a fixed "a tare" 
—and say "MISTBE. IF YOU CAN FIND A BETTER COIN THAN THIS 0NE--Y0U BUY IT— AND 
I WIUi BUY IT FROM YOU. I used to sometimes disagree with him— on his grading of 
$3 gold pieces— he would raise those heavy black eye brows of his— "fix me with 
a stare", and say— that coin is certainly uncirculated. But his prices were )peas- 
onable in those days— and I came out, very well, in deed. 

First gold coin, I bot was an 179b $2.50 with Stars, from Stacks, very fine, they 
reduced the price from $400 to $350 as an "inducement" — this was in Fall of 1947. 
My next purchase or about— was the 179b without Stars , ex. .fine , at $250 from Koss- 
of f-Kreisberg ,who were together, then. They had the Numismatic Gallery .together 
then. I should have waited and obtained these coins, "Uncirculated", but I did 
not know e nough to— then. I have $600 in both coins.

I have the note in my Collection 
of "Interesting Notes". The note is a "mate" for my |10 First Charter Period 
Series Original note d6 the First National Bank of Philadelphia, dated on it»s 
face, Feb. ,20, 1864. Series Original — without Charter Number on the face bf the 
note. This bank had Charter No. 1,— the First National Bank of New Haven, Conn- 
ecticut , "bowing" ^to S.P. Chase— and letting the First National Bank of Philad- 
elphia, have National Bank Charter No. 1— and the New Haven bank taking Charter 
No. 2. I really don’t care to sell these old notes.

One does not often find-crisp 
uncirculated, First Charter Period, Kansas National Bank notes. 

I have a |1 obsolete note, The Bank of the State of Missouri, ”B" dated 1861 No. 
423, signed by D. Robinson, Cashier and R.A. Bassart ? President, I obtained from 
Fred Marckhoff , when he was alive. It*s in rather "worn" condition. Notes of thi 
Bank— Fred said, traded at par, with gold, or a | of one percent^ discount. 

Also, a 15 First Charter Period, Series Original (Colby-Spinner ) ”B" without the 
Charter Number of the bank, stamped on the face bf the note, The St. Louis National 
Bank of St. Louis .Missouri, Govt., Serial No. B 834505 . Bank No. I 865 . This bank 
has or had Charter Number 1112. The note is dated on it*s face, July 1, I 865 . 
Friedberg No. 397. 

They 
are the only Missouri notes, I have.
